Applicant has argued that the rejection of Claims 1-5, 9-15, and 21-25 under U.S.C. 112 first paragraph should be withdrawn 
because the specification discloses that layer 42 is optional. The appicant is incorrect. There is no indication, suggestion or teaching in 
the specification at page .6, lines 8-10 or elsewhere in the disclosure that layer 42 is optional. 

Applicant has argued that Sugiyama fails to teach or suggest forming an opening through a semiconductor layer 
to a first insulating layer and depositing a core material on the first insulating layer to fill the opening, wherein the core material contacts 
the semicondudor layer along a side of the opening, as recited in claim 1 . 

However, Sugiyama does teach all of the claim limitations as broadly recited by applicant. Figure 4C illustrates an opening that has 
been formed in a semiconductor layer made of several semiconductor materials. It is noted that the claim does not require that the 
opening be completely formed prior to the step of providing the semiconductor layer. An opening may be formed in a material layer by 
depositing a material layer in a selective manner, such that an opening is formed, or by selectively removing material from the layer. The 
claim langauge of Applicant broadly reads on both techniques. Figures 5a -5c of Sugiyama illustrate that the opening formed in the 
semiconductor layer of Sugiyama is filled with a core material that contacts the semicondudor layer along a side of the opening, as 
recited in claim 1 . 
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
